The complaint was notsent to you earlier diie to an administrative oversight Under the 
Aot you have the opportunity to demonstrate in writing that no action should be taken against 
Ernesto Encinas in this matter: Should you choose to respond, you may also submit any i 
maioials — including documents or statements fimm persons with relevant knovdedge that j 
you believe may be relevant or useful to the Cominissioh's consideration of this matter. Where ' 
appropriate, statements should be submitted under oath. Your response, if you choose to make 
one, ̂ uld be addressed to the General Counsel's Office and must be submitted within IS days 
of leQeipt of this letter . If no response is received within 15 days, the Commission may take 
fijrther action based on the avail^le information. 

This matter vwll remain confidential in accordance with 52 U.S.C. § 301Q9(a)(4)(B) and 
§ 30109(a)(12)(A) unless you notify tiie Comniission in writing that you wish the matter to be 
made, public. Pl^ise note that you have a legal obligation to preserve all documents, records 
and rbaterials relating to the subject matter of the complaint until such time as you are notified 
that the Commission has closed its file in this matter. See 18 U.S.C. § 1519.
